‚ Wearrived on (he 12h at Nesvijs the 

advanced guard under Count Lambert 

reached it the preceding day, and had

ber ef prisoners. He again moved forward 
úpon tbe I2h, and advanced with such ra- 
pidity, that he obtained possession of, the 
Bridge over the Niemen beforethe enemy 
had time to destroy it, killed a great many 
ofthe enemy an:l wok above 150 Prisoners. 
‚Frou Novo Svergen he again moved 
forward, “and on the evening ot the 1áth, 
arrived within a few miles of Koidanoo, 
a kerge Village.between Novo Svergen and 
Minsk.— He had received information that 
a streng body ofthe enemy was posted. 
here, with orders, from General Dum- 
browsky 46 maintain themselves in their 
posttton as long as possible, as he was ad- 
vancing tò (heir support. Upon his- pres 
paring however to attack them the foliow-- 
ing morning, the enemy finding him much 
stronger than they expected, retreated to- 
wards Minsk; they had effected their re- 
treat to a small village about midway, when
